tax is not the payment, but the law which obliges 
to the payment, otherwiſe the tax muſt come from 
the people, not from government. For if the tax 
were the payment, there would be no tax till 
there was a payment, and therefore the tax and 
the money would be the ſame thing, which can- 
not be the caſe, ſince one is the cauſe, the other 
the effect; the former from got ernment, the latter 
from the ſubject. The definition is no leſs unfor- 
tunate as it proceeds; it is not . exaed by autho-

and only to obey; for the ſupreme power, it ſeems, 
is not to be controuled or reſiſted, whatever its 
deſigns or operations may be. It is as much the 
duty of ſubordinate governments, and of the ſub - 
ject in general, to contribute againſt their own ſafety 
and intereſt as in ſupport of them; and by ſupplying 
the means of tyranny, they are-bound chearfully to 
commit ſuicide upon themſelves, at the peril of hal- 
ters here, and the curſe of God hereafter.” So that 
| if there exiſts in any part of the Britiſh dominions 

a power to levy and appropriate taxes independent 
of the people, what ſhall hinder a decimation, or 
any other exaction upon public property, to be 
expended for men and arms to put this matter 
beyond diſpute ? Nothing but an exceſs of vir- 
tue, or an extreme infatuation in our princes, 
could have prevented their being maſters of 
ſuch . a military force, but the want of this 
power; a power which government is ſo far from 
poſſeſſing, as Dr. Johnſon ignorantly, or corruptly 
affirms, that it is obliged not only to 4ſt ſupplies 
from the people, but to declare the ſervices, and the 
ſums appropriated to each, before the grant can be 
obtained. With what face then of reaſon or de- 
cency does he aſſert, that taxes are payments ex- 
alted by authority, the proportions and applications 
of which tbeſe only are to judge of, to whom go- 
vernment is intruſtedꝰ What a jumble of abſurdity 
and contradiction is this! Government is intruſted, 
and yet government is under no controul. It is 
deputed, but without conditions; although a ſe- 
condary power, it is the firſt and chief; and be- 
ng delegated, it is ſupreme and abſolute; it can

queſtion or account. Does not this convince us 
that there may be learned blockheads as well as 


grown children ? That an overgrown pedant may

principal, Government could not, without tyranny, 
uſurp theſe dominions, or tax the revenue zariſing 
from them, in any other way than by cuſtoms and 
impoſts raiſed from the trade to Britain; unleſs, 
indeed, her Directors ſhould weakly or wickedly 
betray her into the hands and ſervice of the Crown, 
by taking the King's money, offic iouſſy obtruded 
upon her by the Miniſter,» as the price of her in- 
dependence, at a time when ſne neither wanted nor 
fought its protection. There is a great reſemblance 
in this reſpect, between the ſituation and affairs of 
the India Company and the American, colonies, by
